5,392,680, wherein line 12 of the Abstract references "a slot or groove." As further support, 
Applicant directs the Examiner to U.S Patent No. 4,409,689, wherein line 9 of the Abstract 
references "a slot or groove." Additionally, Applicant ditects the Examiner to US, Patent No. 
157,913, which also refers to a "slot or groove." See Col. 2, 1L 3-4. Finally, Applicant directs the 
Examiner* s attention to the Merri am -Webster's Collegiate Dictionary which provides that a slot is: 
"a narrow opening or groove". £££ ifah, F.C. et al (2002). Mcrriam-Webster's collegiate dictionary 
(10* edL) at 1 102, a copy of which is attached hereto as Group Exhibit B.
